A man who lives at the 
block, who asked not to be 
named, said he had been told 
a man had fallen from a first- 
floor window and added: “I 
got woken up by flashing 
lights at around 5.30am. I 
heard a man has been 
arrested.” 

Residents spoke of their 
shock at hearing of the 
alleged attack and seeing 
emergency services swoop 
on the scene in the early 
hours. 

Nazia Akhtar, aged 32, of 
nearby Bloxwich Road, said: 
“I saw the police there this 
morning and that was the 
first I knew about it. I just 
hope the person is OK.” 

Another resident in 
Bloxwich Road said: “It was 
a bit of a shock to see the 
police and the cordon.” 

Police spokeswoman Gina 
Lycett confirmed investigat¬ 
ing officers were following a 
line of inquiry that the man 
had been injured in a fall 
from a window. 

She asked for witnesses to 
call police on 101.

£ 1 m HOSPITAL 
BILL ATTACKED 


THE £1 million spent on agency staff 
in a single month at Walsall Manor 
Hospital has been branded ‘exces¬ 
sive’ by a health campaigner who said 
he is concerned about a lack of per¬ 


manent workers. 

The combined bill for 
agency, bank and locum staff 
at the hospital soared to £2 
million during September. 

It continues the trend of 
rising bills for temporary 
workers and comes despite 
Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust insisting steps are 
being taken to drive down 
the bill. 

Emergency admissions 
have rocketed by up to 40 
per cent at the Manor, with 
rising numbers of patients 
from Staffordshire. Bosses 
estimate an extra £14m 
needs to be invested in the 
hospital to create extra 
capacity. They are also 
looking to recruit up to 130 
extra staff at the hospital, 
including apprentices, to 
help reduce the need for 
temporary workers used. 

Argue 

Councillor Pete Smith, 
who is a member of the 
Walsall Health and Well 
Being Board, said: “I think 
this excessive amount 
demonstrates a shortage of 
permanent staff. 

“If they had enough per¬ 
manent staff they wouldn’t 
need to spend this much. 
With all due respect, is 
agency staff are not there all 
the time one could argue 
that care could be inconsis¬ 
tent.” 

Councillor Smith, who has 
lead campaigns against the 
closure of Goscote Hospital 
and a previous proposal for 
the merger of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Walsall hospital 
trusts, said he hoped a 
recruitment drive by hospi-

tal chiefs would solve the 
issue. 

In September, £1.058m 
was spent on agency 
workers, £549,000 on bank 
staff and £453,000 on locum 
workers. In the last two 
months the cost has 
amounted to £4.1m. This 
compares to £4.39m in the 
three months of April, May 
and June. 

Trust chief executive 
Richard Kirby said: “Provid¬ 
ing safe, high quality serv¬ 
ices is one of our top 
priorities and we are contin¬ 
uing to invest money in 
order to keep our patients 
safe. We are still seeing high 
levels of demand placed on 
our services and to deal with 
this we have opened addi¬ 
tional capacity, which 
requires staffing. 

“The use of agency and 
temporary staff is a focus 
area for us and through our 
recent recruitment cam¬ 
paign we have appointed a 
number of permanent 
nurses who will be starting 
at the Trust over the coming 
weeks.” 

The hospital has already 
revealed more than £lm is to 
be ploughed into recruiting 
extra staff and extending the 
A&E this winter. 

Demand on the Manor 
will further increase under 
Ians to strip services from 
tafford Hospital, which will 
lose its maternity unit.

NOT enough patients at Walsall Manor Hospital 
are being seen within a four hour target. 

Health chiefs failed to meet the 95 per cent 
national standard for peo-ple going through the 
A&E department for the second month in a row. 

Bosses blame the situation on admissions else¬ 
where in the hospital which has resulted in 
increased demand for inpatient beds and insist 
steps are already being taken to improve. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust chairman Ben 
Reid told a board meeting : “There is an issue 
here and it is not good. The pressures are going to 


get worse has the winter goes forward. We are in 
a place now in which we are regularly not hitting 
targets.” Figures for September show the 
amount of patients being seen at A&E within four 
hours was 93 per cent. The number of people seen 
in the unit for the month was 7,854. Figures for 
August were 94 per cent. 

Manor chief executive Richard Kirby told the 
meeting: “We just missed the 95 per cent target in 
August. We missed it more substantially in Sep¬ 
tember and we have continued to struggle in 
October.” He added that other NHS trusts were 


under a significant amount of pressure.” His 
A&E staff were seeing large increase in numbers 
attending for treatment but the majority who 
waited more than four hours were waiting for a 
bed. 

Mr Kirby said while some people were arriving 
from Staffordshire there was also a marked 
increase in Walsall residents attending the unit. 
These included working age men exhibiting signs 
of ‘heart disease, or respiratory problems often 
combined with alcohol related issues’. There has 
also been an increase in admission of frail elderly. 


Car-clocking gang jailed 
for sophisticated fraud 


THEY clocked the mileage 
on dozens of cars and sold 
them on with forged docu¬ 
ments to con unsuspecting 
customers. 

Drivers who thought they were 
getting their hands on top quality 
bargains had actually been duped 
into buying cars worth no more than 
their scrap value that had travelled 
tens of thousands of miles more than 
they believed. 

But the gang behind the ‘profes¬ 
sionally-run’ car-clocking racket 
that sold cars with false or forged 
documents for at least £227,815 is 
behind bars. 

A fifth defendant - a trainee solic¬ 
itor - was handed a suspended 
prison sentence for her part in the 
‘sophisticated’ fraud. 

The gang, which operated as Enzo 
Motors, Great Bridge Street, West 
Bromwich, and Netherton Motors, 
Halesowen Road, Netherton, would 
buy second-hand cars and take tens 
of thousands of miles off the odome¬ 
ter. 

Dealer 

They would also forge service 
books, MOT and HPI documents, 
and had acquired dealer service 
stamps during the fraud, which took 
place between December 2009 and 
February 2011. 

Giving examples of their opera¬ 
tion at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, Mr Mark Jackson, prosecut¬ 
ing, said one VW Golf was bought in 
September 2010 with 129,000 miles 
on the clock, before being sold four 
days later with 67,000 miles. 

It had a fake MOT, service book 
and invoice, and made £1,500 profit. 

The total profit made from the 
group’s illegal sales has not yet been 
calculated, and the amount of 
money each will need to pay back 
will be decided at a hearing in May. 

Mr Jackson said: “This was an 
extremely sophisticated and profes¬ 
sionally-run fraud operation.” 

The complex fraud began to 
unravel when a complaint was made 
to Sandwell Council’s trading stan¬ 
dards team in July 2010 about a 
Vauxhall Astra clocked down from 
138,000 to 58,000, bought from one 
of the defendants, Inderjit Sohal.

Following warrants carried out by 
trading standards a number of text 
messages were found, sent between 
some of the defendants, which 
talked about selling clocked cars 
which they called ‘vipers’, and how 
much money they should be making 
from them. The fraud also ran 
alongside a legitimate second-hand 
car business. 

Although the roles of the four men 
were difficult to distinguish, Mr 
Jackson said. All four were responsi¬ 
ble for selling clocked cars from 
Enzo and Netherton. The fifth 
defendant, Karmjit Sohal, did not 
sell cars, but appeared to have 
played a role in buying and advertis¬ 
ing cars, and dealing with money. 

Inderjit Sohal, 26, of Sherlock 
Close, Willenhall, and Sundeep 
Shinh, 27, of Woodruff Way, Walsall, 
were both sentenced to 36 months in 
jail for pleading guilty to two 
charges of conspiracy to defraud.

Drive, Walsall, was also given 36 
months in prison after pleading 
guilty to one charge of conspiracy to 
defraud, even though the judge 
recognised he had less involvement. 

Jatinder Sandher, 28, of Brook¬ 
field Way, Tipton, was given a 32- 
month jail term after pleading guilty 
at the earliest opportunity to two 
charges of conspiracy to defraud. 

Assess 

Karmjit Sohal, 24, of Sherlock 
Close, Willenhall, was given an 18- 
month sentence, suspended for two 
years, and 150 hours of unpaid 
work. She was found guilty of two 
counts of conspiracy to defraud fol¬ 
lowing a trial in September. 

Mr Christopher Loach, defending 
Inderjit Sohal, said it ‘would be 
wrong to assess the whole business 
as fraudulent and dishonest’, as 
they were also selling legitimate cars 
‘on a substantial basis’. 

Mr Stephen Blower, defending 
both Jatinder Sandher and Sundeep

Shinh, said neither had initially 
gone into the business on the basis 
that they were going to commit 
offences. 

Mr Sanjeev Sharma, defending 
Pardeep Shinh, said he had previ¬ 
ously been a man of good character, 
and in all the time that has elapsed 
since the offence he has demon¬ 
strated that it will not happen again. 

Mr John Evans, defending 
Karmjit Sohal, said there was no evi¬ 
dence of her participating in the sale 
of clocked cars at either business, 
and her role was limited to a short 
duration of a larger scheme. 

Judge Mark Eades said not only 
did the crime affect those victims 
who bought the cars, but also those 
who worked in the second-hand car 
trade legitimately. 

“Your involvement in this con¬ 
spiracy to defraud is serious, and it 
involved sophisticated fraud. It was 
done simply so that you could make 
a profit,” he said.

A BENEFIT fraudster ille¬ 
gally claimed more than 
£24,000 after she failed to 
declare she had savings 
which disqualified her from 
receiving aid, magistrates 
heard.

48, admitted two charges of 
failing to notify of a change 
in circumstances and three 
of making a false statement 
in relation to council tax 
benefits and income support 
over a 10-year period. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prose¬ 
cuting, told Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court Lavender had 
correctly applied for welfare 
benefits 23 years ago, but in 
subsequent case reviews had 
failed to declare her circum¬ 
stances had changed.

Teenager stole from friend who put him up 


A TEENAGER who stole from the 
Walsall home of a woman who had 
given him a bed for the night has been 
given a suspended custodial sentence. 

Ryan Singh Gill, aged 19, had spent 
the night at a friend’s house, only to 
return later and break into her home, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

Mr David Lees, prosecuting, told the 
court that on August 15, Gill and a 
friend stayed with the woman and her 
friend at her home in Jubilee Close. 

They spent the evening together, 
and the following morning they left the 
property and went to the taxi office 
together. The householder and her 
friend got a taxi, while Gill and his 
friend changed their mind and decided 


not to go with them. Mr Lees said: 
“When she went home she found that a 
number of items had been taken.” 

These included a pram, children’s 
clothing, a moses basket and a televi¬ 
sion. The court heard she found no 
signs of a break-in, but when the police 
forensics found marks around a panel 
on her PVC kitchen door. 

Mr Lees said: “It appears the PVC 
panel on the door had been forced off. 
The theft had been carried out and 
then the panel replaced, as if they were 
trying to conceal a forced entry.” 

Mr Lees said police discovered a taxi 
had been called to the property. He 
said: “The taxi driver had confirmed a 
large amount of items were placed into 


the boot of the car.” Mr Lees said that 
in interview, Gill said his friend had 
‘persuaded and coerced’ him. Gill, of 
Dibble Close, Walsall pleaded guilty to 
a burglary and making off without 
payment. 

Mrs Satvir Aujla, defending, said the 
court the crime was not pre-meditated 
and he was acting under the influence 
of someone else. She said: “He has 
reflected on what has happened and he 
is full of remorse and regret.” 

Gill, who had no previous convic¬ 
tions, was sentenced to six months in a 
young offender’s institution sus¬ 
pended for two years. He also ordered 
him to complete 120 hours of unpaid 
work and be supervised for 12 months.

Garden refuse 
pick-up stopped 

GARDEN waste collec¬ 
tions in Walsall will be sus¬ 
pended for five months for 
a second winter running to

Toxic tip land 
for sale again 

LAND once used as a toxic 
waste tip has been put up 
for sale again almost a 
decade after plans to build 
a multi-million pound 
sports centre were axed 
due to the recession. 

The 30-acre site in 
between the M6 and Wil¬ 
lenhall E-Act Academy, in 
Bentley Lane, Short 
Heath, is back on the 
market.

Gallery revamp aims to attract visitors 


THE revamp of Walsall’s £21 
million New Art Gallery will 
improve the visitor experience, it 
has been claimed, as it emerged 
bosses had started putting together 
a bid for funding. 

Up to £800,000 will be ploughed in 
to improve the iconic building. 

It comes as Walsall Museum, also 
based in the town centre, is set to 
close to save £70,000 next year as 


art of wider council cuts. Council 
osses say the work at the art gallery 
is ‘essential maintenance’. 

A bid is being prepared to the Arts 
Council England for £400,000 to 
undertake most of the work between 
now and 2016. Walsall Council will 
invest around £100,000 and the rest 
will come from external sources. 

Leisure boss Councillor Anthony 
Harris said: “This work is essential 


for the upkeep of the art gallery to 
ensure the building is maintained 
and essential systems kept up to 
date. “The refurbishment of the 
reception and shop will also improve 
the customer experience and make a 
visit to the New Art Gallery more 
enjoyable. 

“We are hopeful that the Arts 
Council will agree to fund most of 
this work, on the understanding 


that the council invests just over 
£100,000 over the next three years. 

“The gallery attracts visitors from 
all over the world and this funding 
will enable it to continue leading the 
way in terms of arts and culture.” 

Proposals include revamping the 
foyer area and installing better 
lighting. The gallery is seen as a key 
attraction in drawing visitors to the 
town

Four care staff suspended during investigation 



Rushall Care Home, run by Four Seasons Health Care 


FOUR care home workers have been sus¬ 
pended amid an investigation into their 
conduct and standards. 

It comes after concerns were raised by 
colleagues about the level of care at 
Rushall Care Home, Lichfield Road, 
Walsall. 

Bosses at Four Seasons, the organisa¬ 
tion behind the home, which offers 
nursing and personal care for up to 34 
people, have confirmed the suspensions 
pending the outcome of the investiga¬ 
tions. The home insisted the probe is in 
line with usual procedures. 

A statement released by Four Seasons 
said: “When members of our care staff 
raised concerns with the home manager 


about the conduct of colleagues, the 
manager notified the relevant authori¬ 
ties so that the concerns could be appro¬ 
priately investigated. 

“Whilst we await the outcome of the 
investigations, four members of staff 
have been suspended in line with our 
normal procedure whenever a complaint 
is under investigation and nothing more 
should be read into this. 

“The allegations mainly concern the 
conduct of these members of staff 
towards their colleagues and their stan¬ 
dards of care provision. 

“The wellbeing of the people in our 
care is our first priority and we have an 
active whistle-blowing policy that 


encourages staff, residents and their 
families to report any concerns and we 
always work with the relevant authori¬ 
ties to ensure they are rigorously investi¬ 
gated in a transparent manner. 

“It would be inappropriate to 
comment further ahead of the outcome 
of the investigation.” 

Rushall and Shelfield councillor 
Richard Worrall said: “It is obviously 
worrying. We have to await the outcome 
and see whether there is any substance 
to the allegations.” An inspection was 
carried out by the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion in June and showed the home, also 
referred to as Rushall Care Centre, was 
reaching most standards.

Fellow Walsall man James Ross, 27, of 
Windrush Close, Pelsall was jailed for eight 
months - with the court being told he only 
went to the match to accompany a younger 
relative. Both he and Arrowsmith were 
banned from attending football matches for 


six years. Michael Edwards, 56, of Roebuck 
Road, Walsall, was given a 12-month jail 
term suspended for two years for his role in 
the fight. 

Mark Walters, 28, of Alumwell Road, and 
Dean Stone, 33, of Burgh Way, both Walsall, 
were ordered to do 250 hours of unpaid 
work, given four-year bans and ordered to 
pay £500 costs after admitting violent disor¬ 
der. 

Arrowsmith, ‘was not a football sup¬ 
porter’, Mr Andrew Wilkins defending, told 
Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

“He was in the wrong place at the wrong 
time. He had gone along to celebrate the 
birth of his fourth child,” he said. 

But Judge Graham Cliff, sentencing, said: 
“Another way of looking at it is he got stuck 
in. He could have walked away.” 

Arrowsmith also received a six-year ban 
on attending football matches. 

Judge Cliff told Ross: “You embraced the

occasion with gusto.” In total 20 men were 
sentenced - with two Walsall men jailed 
along with five who were from Shrewsbury.

Speaking at Shrewsbury Crown Court, 
Judge Graham Cliff said: “It is quite appar¬ 
ent from the CCTV that Walsall supporters 
were actively sought out by Shrewsbury 
supporters.” He told Walsall defendants: 
“You were not the instigators of what went 
on but you certainly responded to the chal¬ 
lenge. ” In total 30 men were arrested during 
the investigation, which took a year and cost 
£30,000 which is on top of the £24,000 cost 
of extra policing and £5,600 prosecution bill, 
a total of £59,600 of taxpayers’ money.

CASHING in on the success of 
the hit BBC2 period gang drama, 
enterprising members of the 
Digbeth Residents Association 
have started organising Peaky 
Blinders tours.

Or that it 
was set not in Digbeth, but Small 
Heath. Visitors from as far afield 
as London, Suffolk and Scotland 
have been queuing up to spend 
an hour seeing sights such as the 
old Typhoo factory, and hear 
colourful tales about pitched 
gang battles, turf wars, or folk 
smoking at Digbeth coach 
station. Actually, I might have 
made one of those up, but you get 
the drift. Still if Digbeth can be 
turned into a tourist magnet, 
there's hope for us all.

YET what is really sad, as the 
Black Country celebrates bonfire 
night, is that so many people 
seem to be unaware of the central 
role this area played in the Gun¬ 
powder Plot. 

Holbeche House in Wall Heath, 
just outside Dudley, was the 
home of Stephen Lyttelton, one of 
the conspirators. It was there, 
after the plot had failed, that the 
fugitives took refuge. It was at 
Holbeche House where some of 
the plotters blew themselves to 
bits while drying their gunpowder 
by the fire. As you do. 

And it was at Holbeche House 
where the last few stragglers were 
rounded up. You might now be 
thinking ‘Really? When can we 
visit this place?’. Well, sadly, you 
can’t. 

Holbeche House is now a 
nursing home. A very good 
nursing home, no doubt, and no 
reasonable person would decry 
the important work such institu¬ 
tions perform. But if Holbeche 
House had been in London, 
would it have ever been con¬ 
verted for such use? 

Did it never cross anybody’s 
mind that it should have been 
turned into a museum? So while 
coachloads of tourists flock to 
see the back streets of inner city 
Birmingham on the basis of a spu¬ 
rious link to a BBC2 drama series, 
one of the most significant sites of 
British history is all but forgotten. 



Family touched by support 
since tragic death of Liam 



The death of Liam Keeling 
aged 13 is still raw for the 
family. MARION BRENNAN 
reports on how they cope. 

A CHESLYN Hay couple staged 
an open-house last weekend. 
But behind the chatter and 
laughter was a more sombre 
reason for the gathering. 

Guests were there to remember Liam 
Keeling - son of Andy and Georgina - on 
the anniversary of his death from menin¬ 
gitis on October 27, 2009. 

Only two weeks earlier they had been 
celebrating his 13th birthday. A star 
player for Wyrley Juniors FC, he was the 
fittest he had ever been and had shown no 
symptoms of the lethal disease. 

The youngster, who also played cricket 
for Penkridge and Bloxwich, had picked 
up a cold the week before but returned to 
Cardinal Griffin Catholic High School in 
Cannock on the Wednesday for a school 
trip to the Black Country Museum. 

Friends 

On Thursday he had a sleepover with 
friends. They played all day and in the 
evening went to a race night. On Satur¬ 
day afternoon Liam was sick and devel¬ 
oped a headache and temperature but by 
Tuesday, the symptoms had disappeared. 

That day Andy took Liam’s sister 
Hannah and her boyfriend to Water- 
World, near Stoke-on-Trent, for a day 
out. 

Andy, a part-time postman, says: “I’d 
had a chat and a joke with Liam before we 
left. He was lying on the settee and my 
wife was on the computer beside him. 

“He said he was going to have a nap but 
never woke up. Georgina called me 
saying ‘You have to come, it’s not good.’ 

“When I got there the paramedics were 
with him.” 

Liam died later that day at Walsall 
Manor Hospital surrounded by his 
family. Andy says: “It was such a shock. 


We didn’t know for five days, until the 
post-mortem, what had killed him.” 

Liam’s post mortem revealed he had 
been suffering from swine flu which, at 
some stage, turned to bacterial meningi¬ 
tis. Just two weeks later, Hannah was 
admitted to the Manor with the same 
symptoms. But to their relief, her illness 
turned out to be a viral infection. 

After Liam’s death, everything 
changed. Andy gave up his coaching at 
Wyrley Juniors where he had been 


Liam’s manager since the under-eights. 
He also gave away father and son’s 
Walsall FC season tickets. 

“I couldn’t face it anymore. His death 
is still very raw but you have to carry on. 
For the first couple of years it was pretty 
bad. I didn’t have counselling but 
looking back it would probably have 
helped.” 

Two things, in particular, have helped 
to ease the Keelings’ pain. The most 
immediate medicine came in the form of 


a fundraising match between Walsall FC 
All Stars and Wyrley Juniors in Liam’s 
memory. It raised £6,500 for Meningitis 
UK and marked the start of an incredible 
fundraising campaign. 

A committee was formed, which still 
meets every six weeks to organise events. 
Last month the fund topped £150,000. 

The next fundraiser will be at 
Bloxwich Memorial Club on November 
23 when there will be music from Ian 
James, Ruby Spider and Dave Carnall. 
Tickets are £7 or £3 for children. 

Andy, 53, says: “The time the commit¬ 
tee puts in is amazing. We can’t thank 
them enough. Family and friends have 
all been wonderful.” 

The family were also moved when 
their son’s old school named its new 
£800,000 sports pitch The Liam Keeling 
Arena in his memory. 

The Keelings have thrown themselves 
into the charity work, taking part in 
sponsored cycling rides and completing a 
201-mile walk in Ireland. 

As well as boosting funds, they want to 
raise awareness of the disease and how 
quickly it can strike. 

Birth 

“The fundraising is a tribute to Liam 
and it helps keep his memory alive,” says 
Andy. “A lot of people are doing things for 
Liam even now, four years later, and that 
helps us a lot.” 

The other ray of light has appeared 
more recently as 19-year-old Hannah 
has given birth to Laylah, making the 
Keelings grandparents for the first time. 

Andy says: “For the first three or four 
weeks after Liam died, Hannah slept 
with us in our bed. She found it terrible. 

“But she’s gone on to do really well at 
school and she’s now in her second year 
at Birmingham City University, studying 
to be a primary school teacher. 

“Laylah has given us another focus. 
It’s sad in one way because Liam is not 
here to see her.” 

The family have held an open-house 
every year on Liam’s anniversary. “We’re 
very touched that his friends come and 
still like to remember him,” says Andy.

69 stores and created 1,700 jobs.

Mr McCarthy is now preparing to 
take Poundland into Europe, where it 
will trade using the Dealz brand it 
launched in the Irish Republic two 
years ago. 

As a result, the Poundland chief 
executive is spending a lot of time trav¬ 
elling around Europe casting his eye 
over potential new markets. 

In the meantime, Poundland is 
about to reveal how many temporary 
workers it will need to recruit this 
Christmas - Mr McCarthy estimates it 
will be between 1,500 and 2,000.

£200k of improvements 
planned for arts centre 



AROUND £200,000 is to be 
invested in the refurbishment 
of a popular centre in Walsall 
under new proposals. 

The Forest Arts Centre will receive 
the improvements under plans which 
have been drawn up by Walsall 
Council. 

Bosses say it will help make it a 
multi-purpose arts space and has been 
earmarked for work to be carried out in 
the next financial year. 

Council leader Mike Bird has wel¬ 
comed the news. He said: “I went 
round the Forest Centre before the 
investment was announced and I saw 
the amount of work the staff there do. 

“This is a significant amount of 
money and it will allow more income to 
be generated for the centre. It is a great 
idea and fantastic news. I hope every¬ 
one will be just as enthusiastic as I am 
in welcoming this investment.” 

Draft 

The centre in Hawbush Road, 
Leamore, has a range of facilities 
including two auditoriums, dance 
studio, community cinema and record¬ 
ing studio. 

There is also a digital arts suite, 
sound-proofed rehearsal rooms, arts 
classrooms and conference suites. 

The investment has been high¬ 
lighted as part of the council’s draft 
capital programme in the year 
2014/15. 

A report to the council states: “The 
sports hall is the only area of the Forest 
Arts site that has not been refurbished. 

“Renovation of this space would 
complete the last phase of the Forest 
Arts site making it ideal as a multi¬ 
purpose arts space and potential part¬ 
nership development of a creative and 
performance skills facility, and would 
strengthen any future bid by Walsall to 
become a Black Country ‘Super Hub’ 
for music and arts education. Work 


The Forest Arts Centre, which is set to get £200,000 refurbishment 


would include roofing and balcony 
works, walls, insulation and cladding 
works and electrical flooring and deco¬ 
rating works.” 

It comes despite the council having 
to make savings of £19 million in the 
next financial year and £100m over five 
years. 

Bosses say they are still looking to 
secure funding for improvement pro¬ 
grammes across the borough. 

Up to £270,000 is being earmarked 
for the Walsall Arboretum extension. 

The Grange car park at the site will 
be resurfaced and footpath link 
towards the core of the site spruced up, 
as part of the scheme over the next two 
years. 

A total of £7.5m is already being 


spent on restoring and transforming 
the historic park under a main project 
which has been under way over the last 
few years. 

The new project is being lined up as 
part of the council’s capital pro¬ 
gramme, with £170,000 due to be spent 
on the project in 2014/15. 

The rest of the project will be carried 
out with match funding. 

There are also moves to create a 
country park in place of the former 
Grange golf course. 

The borough’s only municipal golf 
course was shut in January 2010 after 
losing £36,000 a year. Thousands of 
trees are being planted to create the 17 
hectare woodland to attract more visi¬ 
tors.

Dan doesn't fare too 
well on the buses test 



Reporter Dan Wainwright learning to drive a bus at Walsall bus training centre 


J by Daniel Wainwright 

THE poor little cone never 
stood a chance. Dragged 
along by the back wheels of 
my bus, its little orange exis¬ 
tence was wiped out within 
minutes of me trying out life 
as a bus driver. 

And given I was going through a 
chicane at less than lOmph at the 
time I could only imagine the 
damage I could do if I was allowed 
out on to the main road. 

Bosses at National Express West 
Midlands invited me over to their 
training centre in Walsall to show that 
driving a bus nowadays is a very differ¬ 
ent profession to the time of Stan, Jack 
and Blakey of On The Buses fame. 

Just over 1,000 people have been 
taken on by the company in the last 
year as part of a three-year drive to 
take on 1,700 recruits. 

Understanding 

But before I am even allowed any¬ 
where near one of the 22 training vehi¬ 
cles - basically older buses with an 
extra seat and a spare footbrake for the 
instructor - I have to take the written 
tests. 

These include some maths to make 
sure I can ask customers for the correct 
fare and an understanding of the 
Highway Code. Embarrassingly, I get 
three out of the first eight on the page 
of traffic signs wrong, despite the mul¬ 
tiple choice answers. 

I also fail a question on braking dis¬ 
tances in icy weather. 

Thankfully though, Mark Simcox, 
head of training and driver recruit¬ 
ment, tells me I’m not being shown the 
door. “When applicants come in for the 
presentation they are pre-warned 


about the test,” he says. “Some people 
do think that because they can drive a 
car they will do all right. 

Mark also says that the 4,000 or so 
drivers the company employs have to 
be much more savvy with new technol¬ 
ogy than their forebears. 

“They effectively have to be com¬ 
puter analysts and administrators - 
and that’s just to deal with the modern 
ticket machines,” he says. “They also 
have to conduct 60 separate checks 
before they take the vehicle out.” 

I’m taken around a track, with cones 
in my way, by trainer Adrian Allcock. 

The bus is an automatic so it starts 
to edge forward as soon as I take my 
foot off the brake. Driving at 5mph 
feels like we are going at 55mph. 

All I have to do at first is a ‘con¬ 
trolled’ stop by a traffic cone. It’s 
essentially a more polite way of saying 


emergency stop but Adrian, aged 49, 
reminds me that I have to do it as 
though I have a few dozen pensioners, 
children and other passengers sitting 
and standing behind me and not 
wearing any seatbelts. 

I thought it went reasonably well 
until Adrian tells me that I’ve clipped 
the cone and knocked it over. 

The next task is to get around a 
chicane of cones. It is here that I end up 
dragging the poor defenceless lump of 
plastic along with me. 

I end up with a score of 525 out of a 
ossible 1,000. A perfect score would 
e zero. Mark kindly suggests the 
company would carry on with my 
training - but in the yard rather than 
out on the road where I could do any 
damage. 

So, the traffic cones of the West Mid¬ 
lands are safe - for now.

VETERAN dinner lady Hazel 
Richards always said they 
would have to knock down 
her beloved Darlaston Com¬ 
prehensive before she left.

And thankfully the 62-year-old, who 
has clocked up 28 years, is still plying 
her trade during the pupils’ lunch hour 
at the new Darlaston Grace Academy 
which has opened few hundred yards 


away in Herberts Park Road. Mrs 
Richards worked at Moxley Infant 
School for six years before starting at 
Darlaston Comprehensive in 1985. 

She was the longest-serving 
member of staff at the comprehensive 
and has seen many staff and a genera¬ 
tion of pupils pass through the school 
which later became a science college. 

Great 

In total, she has been a school 
dinner lady for more than 34 years. 

She said: “I love my job - it is an 
absolute joy. The teachers are great 
and I love children and have always 
wanted to work with them. 

“It is sad to see the old building 


demolished and it did make me cry.” 

Mrs Richards plans to work another 
two years at the academy before retir¬ 
ing. 

Grace Academy opened its doors in 
September with 60 classrooms catering 
for 1,500 pupils. 

The Grace Academy replaced the 
former Darlaston Community Science 
College in 2009 and rebuild plans were 
announced soon after. 

Schools have been a major theme in 
Mrs Richards’s life - she even got 
married to her husband William in one. 

They were the first couple to tie the 
knot in St Martin’s Church of England 
Primary School, Bilston, in 1975.

Firefighters win 
award for safety 

WEST Midlands Fire Service has won a national award for 
a system that helps firefighters to assess their personal 
safety at incidents. Injuries at incidents fell from 51 in 
2011/12 to 23 in 2012/13. 

In light of the drop, the brigade’s STAR model has been 
named as the Best Health and Safety Achievement in Public 
Services at the Safety and Health Practitioner; Institution 
of Occupational Safety and Health Awards. Judges praised 
the research and planning that had gone into STAR, provid¬ 
ing firefighters with a framework within which to work. 
The system masks firefighters to ‘Stop, Think, Act, and 
Review’ when faced with new or unexpected hazards and 
when working without direct supervision. 

Phil Hales, assistant chief fire officer of the West Mid¬ 
lands, said: “Our firefighters’ safety is paramount. This 
system is a great example of frontline and health and safety 
staff working closely together.” 

Councillor John Edwards, chairman of West Midlands 
Fire and Rescue Authority, added: “The STAR safety model 
was developed to keep our firefighters safe at incidents, but 
it can be applied across a range of hazardous occupations.”

November and once com¬ 
pleted it will contain around 
1,000 self-storage rooms. 

Opus Land Development, 
the company behind the con¬ 
struction of the 112,000 sq ft 
warehouse, has already com¬ 
pleted the exterior and is 
currently fitting the interior 
and beginning work on land¬ 
scaping the site. 

Richard Smith, managing 
director for Opus Land, said: 
“ The building is in a position 
where it is passed by thou¬ 
sands of motorists a day and 
really put’s the area back on 
the map. 

“I was on site the other 
day and I think the building 
looks brilliant.” 

Busy 

However, it has been 
heavily criticised by local 
residents and councillors 
who described the red, white 
and grey building as a ‘mon¬ 
strosity’. 

They also raised concerns 
about the warehouse’s long 
opening times and proximity 
to the already busy motor¬ 
way junction. 

“There is always going to 
be some people who don’t 
like when a building like this 
is constructed,” said Mr 
Smith. “But I’ve spoken to 


people walking past the site 
and I have had a number of 
them say how much they 
like it. Not only that but it 
also shields homes from the 
sound of the M6 and blocks 
their view of the motorway.” 

The development will 
create six jobs, and will be 
available to be accessed 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

Mr Smith added: “There 
is a real demand for build¬ 
ings like this from small 
businesses that need addi¬ 
tional space to help their 
business expand. 

“This isn’t only going to 
create jobs at the centre - it 
potentially has the chance to 
create a much larger eco¬ 
nomic impact for the area.” 

The building was granted 
planning permission by 
Sandwell Council’s planning 
committee in September last 
year, despite a petition 
against it. 

Opus Land is also working 
with St Francis Group on 
the neighbouring 22-acre 
Opus Blueprint site that is 
expected to create up to 500 
jobs and is also in early talks 
with Sandwell Council to 
develop an area of land off 
Kelvin Way in West 
Bromwich.

VACANT land which was once the site of a 
Walsall infants school is set to become a lorry 
park, allowing a haulage firm to expand and 
create new jobs. 

Walsall Council has granted permission for ASD 
Transport to use the site in Moxley Road to keep 11 
lorries and have 14 parking spaces for motor vehicles. 


The applicants say it will 
increase space to store the 
number of heavy goods vehi¬ 
cles it needs to expand and 
create up to 10 jobs. 

Members of Walsall 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee agreed with the recom¬ 
mendations of officers and 
approved the proposals. 

It includes a temporary 
office as part of 24-hour 
security and the site will be 
used to prepare lorries with 
washing and safety checks. 

The business will operate 
from Monday to Friday 
between 7am to 7pm and 
8am to 1pm on a Saturday. 
No objections were lodged 
against the plans. 

In his report to council¬ 
lors, head of planning David 
Elsworthy said: “The re-use 
of this vacant site is consid¬ 
ered to be in a convenient 
location close to the Black 
Country New Road which 
gives direct access onto the 
motorways and the sur-

rounding Midlands. “The 
proposed hours of operation 
for this site are considered to 
be acceptable and in line 
with hours that residents 
would normally expect a rea¬ 
sonable level of quietness 
and amenity allowing for the 
character of the area. 

“It will ensure that any 
impact in terms of noise dis¬ 
turbance to adjacent neigh¬ 
bours will be kept to a 
minimum.” 

In an initial report to the 
council, planning agent for 
the applicants David Barnes 
said: “The proposed develop¬

Beating a path to Beatties' 
first shop at Townwell Fold 


WOLVERHAMPTON: 
“Where they have but four 
weak springs to supply that 
large town, which too rise 
all together behind the 
Cock-Inn, having different 
names appropriated to their 
resp-ective uses, as the 
Pudding-well, the Horse- 
well, the Washing-well and 
the Meat-well.” 

These were the words of Dr 
Robert Plot writing in his Natural 
History of Staffordshire in 1686 
about Townwell Fold. 

No Darlington Street then, but 
Blossom’s Fold did a dog-leg turn 
into Townwell Fold, where you

walked past gardens of properties 
fronting Cock Street (Victoria 
Street) on your left, with, on the 
right, the Cock Bowling Green. 
The Cock was a long-established 
Inn going back to at least the early 
1500s. 

There was a field, Cock Close, 
and The Tenters, rows of hooked 
supports for hanging out cloth for 
stretching - we use the phrase ‘on 
tenterhooks’. 

Beyond a row of buildings was 
the Puddle Brook, with the wells 
offering clean water. Sheep may 
have grazed or been penned in the 


Close. Being next to these facili¬ 
ties, there might well have been 
wool and cloth trades workers 
present in the buildings. 

The town’s 1802 Trade Direc¬ 
tory showed metal craftsmen 
trading in the Fold, but also a 
tanner and a currier (who dressed 
and coloured leather after 
tanning) - by 1861 we had 
Skinner Street - and there was 
still a wool connection at No. 6, 
described as a ‘weaving shop’. 

The Fold had branches off, such 
as Giffard Arms Yard, and spread 
as far as Salop Street. 

Gradual redevelopment and 
ownership changes led to Beatties 
being the main frontager. 

James Beattie had opened his 
first shop in Victoria Street in 


1877, and the success of the busi¬ 
ness meant expansion, buying 
adjoining properties. 

Walk around the store and go up 
and down steps to different levels 
- you may be entering Bradford’s, 
which fronted Darlington Street, 
Burton’s menswear in the 1932 
Queen Square corner building 
with its elephants (look up 
between the windows), or into the 
shell of the Picturehouse Cinema, 
now haberdashery. 

This closed when the ‘Talkies’ 
were coming in, and the council 
widened Victoria Street, in 1929, 
and so Beatties built their grand 
new frontage. 

The crescent continued to 
ground floor level, where an 
arcade led through to the Fold. 


Their frontage to the Fold, if 
refurbished, with entrances re¬ 
opened and windows becoming 
displays again, could spark others 
to bring property back into use, 
and the council to improve and 
promote this once popular public 
route and reminder of the wool 
and cloth trade that made the 
town wealthy.

The Armed Man: 

A Mass for Peace, 

Symphony Hall 

NEARLY 1,700 in the 
audience and no pro¬ 
grammes left at half time, 
that's how popular the 
great Karl Jenkins is. 

His ardent band of fol¬ 
lowers were not left disap¬ 
pointed as the two-hour 
programme punched out 
nods to the old from his 
Palladio orchestral opener 
to the choir’s beautifully- 
syncopated Paradisum 
from his Requiem which 
closed the first half. 

Inbetween there were 
excerpts from the less 
well-known Stabat Mater, 
which was glorious and 
The Peacemakers, which 
has still to grow on me. 

Expense 

The second half was 
taken up with his anti-war 
Armed Man composition. 
Popular with both his non¬ 
singing fans and those in 
amateur choirs, despite 
the galling expense of per¬ 
forming it, it deservedly 
won a standing ovation for 
being a masterclass in how 
it should be done. 

A work of contrasts 
which weave together fear, 
rage, menace, prayer, reso¬ 
lution and hope, there are 
soaring melodies and a 
sense of urgency which 
were caught perfectly by 
all involved, especially the 
percussion section. 

Some productions use a 
backdrop of film images 
designed to emote but 
such was the passion in 
Symphony Hall on Satur¬ 
day they would have been 
entirely superfluous.

Stars shine bright on a 
night of charitable fun 


H osting a live TV show isn’t easy 
- just ask Mick Fleetwood and 
Sam Fox. It’s 24 years since 
they co-hosted the Brit Awards, but 
the thought of them hemming and 
hawing their way through several 
painful hours of presenting duties still 
sends shivers down the spine of those 
who saw it. 

We reckon wannabe TV presenters 
everywhere should watch it so they 
know exactly how not to go about a 
live broadcast. 

Thankfully, Children in Need is in far 
more seasoned hands. Tess Daly, 
Fearne Cotton, Nick Grimshaw and 
Zoe Ball are all old hands at live 
broadcasts, but the glue holding the 
whole thing together is, as ever, Terry 
Wogan - and the show just wouldn’t 
be the same without him. 

He makes the whole process seem 
completely effortless - perhaps it’s 
because he’s so affable and always 
does his best to make those 
appearing in the studio at their ease. 

“I’m not a confrontational 
interviewer,” explains Wogan. “It would 
be easy to be abrasive, but nobody 
would want to come on the show. 


Sometimes an interview I think didn’t 
go well was actually very good, and 
vice versa. You’re not always the best 
judge yourself.” 

Children in Need is now an iconic 
annual event, and is so huge, it can 
no longer be confined to just one 
marathon programme broadcast at 
prime time. 

Instead, the action begins around 
lunchtime with a Strictly Come 
Dancing-themed Bargain Hunt 
special, while Pointless and The One 
Show also get in on the fund-raising 
act. 

But the real fun begins at 7.30pm, 
when the telethon itself begins. 

Those involved hope to raise more 
than the £26million collected in 2012, 
and have a heap of entertainment 
lined up that they hope will inspire us 
to dig deep - something the Great 
British public has continued to do, 
despite the credit crunch.

No details have been released 
about what it may feature, but fans 
have already begun speculating about 
it online. With the 50th anniversary of 
the show taking place later in the 
month, many are hoping it will tie-in 
with that - and may even include 
some secrets about the mysterious 
incarnation played by John Hurt, who 
appeared briefly in the last episode of 
the previous run. 

But whatever happens, Children in 
Need will always really be about 
fundraising - and is something Terry 
is only too pleased to be involved with. 

“It is always a privilege and 
pleasure, the highest point of my year, 
to present BBC Children in Need,” 
says Wogan. “This year we are hoping 
the great British public will give us 
even more. We’ve certainly got a 
fantastic show line-up this year. I know 
I say that every year but this year 
really is special.”

THE Audi TT has reached the 
landmark sales figure of 
500,000 since it was first 
launched in 1998, and Audi is 
celebrating with the arrival of 
a TTS limited edition model. 

Priced from £38,860 for the coupe 
and £42,320 for the roadster, the TTS 
limited edition comes with exclusive 
Nimbus Grey paint for the coupe and 
Imola Yellow for the roadster. 

Only 120 TTS limited edition models 
will make it to the UK out of 500 built 
in total. 

Both versions of the Limited Edition 
have 19-inch alloy wheels as standard, 
along with grey leather upholstery, 
rear parking sensors, satellite naviga¬ 
tion and a Bose stereo system. In total, 


the limited edition has £5,665 worth of 
extra equipment included for a price 
increase of £2,815 over a standard TTS 
model.

Subaru is now 
travelling on 
the right track 


By lan Donaldson 


YOU can’t fault the honesty of a boss when he 
says the business ‘has recently emerged from 
a rather dark period.’ If only everyone was as 
frank. 

The company in question is Subaru, makers of Japan¬ 
ese cars which consistently plough their own engineer¬ 
ing furrow, appealing like crazy to a limited number of 
buyers. 

Too limited in recent years, by far, hindered by Japan¬ 
ese currency so strong it made the cars expensive in the 
UK and by a model range that lagged behind the times. 

If you still associate Subaru with blue and gold cars of 
the turbo-nutter variety, then please think again. The 
glory days of world rally championship wins are long 
gone as we turn green and eco. 

There are hints we might see something in the go- 
faster mould in 2014 but, if it arrives here at all, sales 
will be tiny compared to the several thousand Imprezas 
that Subaru used to shift each year in the UK. 

Nowadays the great bulk of Subaru buyers opt for 
more sensible transport offered in the likes of the 
Legacy, Forester and the car tested here, the latest 
Outback. 

It’s really a slightly jacked up Legacy with a bit of atti¬ 
tude and none the worse for that. With permanent all¬ 
wheel drive and engine laid flat to keep the weight low, 
this is a Subaru in the old tradition of super-sensible 
design. 

Add in a diesel engine that promises decent economy 
and, a first for the company, a clever automatic trans¬ 
mission as standard and you have a car that remains 
interesting enough to claim its Subaru heritage with 
pride. 

Indicators 

This latest Outback has been mildly worked over 
outside, with new alloy wheels and headlamps to the 
fore, while inside you’ll find the electronic parking brake 
moved from the depths of the dashboard to the central 
console, where it should have been in the first place. 

In another move that shows Subaru listens to its cus¬ 
tomers, the indicators now give three flashes at a gentle 
tap of the stalk. European cars have had this useful over¬ 
taking feature for years but it’s good to know Japan is 
catching up. 

Look hard and you’ll also discover new part leather 
seats and revised instruments that are easier to read. 

Subaru has been looking at the bits you can’t see too, 
with firmer suspension aimed at making the car a bit 
more positive to drive without ruining the ride. 

So a pretty thorough makeover, and a lot more than 
the new colours and wheels that other makers get 
excited about when it’s time to refresh a model range 
midway through its life. 

Out on varied and quite demanding choice of North 
Yorkshire roads, the latest Outback soon showed why 
it’s a long time favourite of people like vets and farmers 
who need to go places when the roads turn slippery. 

They don’t need a car to tackle mountain peaks or 
cross roaring torrents, just something that will get them 
to end of a remote lane (and back) when there’s a press¬ 
ing need to be out in dreadful weather. 

Well, in Yorkshire sunshine and showers the Outback 
was a relaxed charmer. Its new auto gearbox is a perfect 
match for the lowdown pulling power of a diesel and we 
made smooth and rapid progress. 

Only occasionally did the newly firmed suspension 
feel a bit pattery but the newfound sharpness to the 
steering more than compensated. 

The Subaru boss happily told me ‘we’re back in the 
black again’ and this latest Outback will only add to the 
bottom line.

WALSALL secured their fourth con¬ 
secutive victory with a hard fought 
encounter at Solihull. 

This was their first ever visit to the 
Copt Heath ground and their oppo¬ 
nents were keen to show why they 
had achieved promotion last season. 

The visitors to their credit repelled 
the early pressure and soon produced 
some very effective ball carries into 
Sills territory. Some neat passing saw 
winger Dave Pitt make two strong 
runs in as many minutes.

WOOD made it four away games without 
conceding a goal but couldn’t make the 
breakthrough to take all three points. 

For the first 15 minutes Coleshill kept 
Wood under almost constant pressure but 
with nothing to show for all their endeav¬ 
ours. 

Wood in fact had the first clear cut chance 
on 18 minutes, a left wing corner was played 
back to Harry Harris and his ball into the 
box wouldn’t drop for Lewis Taylor Boyce 
but he eventually brought the ball under 
control and laid it back to Corey Currithers 
to hit a first time effort high and wide.

DEAN SMITH claimed 
Walsall won’t dwell on the 
refereeing decisions he 
believes have cost them 
points in the past two 
games. 

But the Saddlers boss 
confirmed he sought out 
referee Dean Whitestone to 
discuss two key calls which 
went against his side in Sat¬ 
urday’s 1-0 defeat at MK 
Dons. 

Smith felt the game 
hinged on two decisions, the 
first when the Northamp¬ 
tonshire official adjudged 
Adam Chambers to have 
fouled MK striker Patrick 
Bamford and subsequently 
awarded the free-kick from 
which Shaun Williams 
scored the game’s only goal. 

Then in stoppage time 
Andy Butler had an 
equaliser ruled out by the 
assistant referee for a 
dubious foul. 

But Smith, who felt his 
side should have had a 
penalty in last week’s 1-0 
defeat to Coventry, says it 
won’t affect the way his 
players approach games. 

“It just makes it harder to 
take when we lose because 
of something we can’t 
control,” he said. 

“It’s the way it goes some¬ 
times. 

“One thing you don’t 
want to do is ask your 
players to go down a bit 
better when they do get 
fouled - that is not what we 
are about,” added Smith.

Wolves can handle what league can dish out

NO matter what League One keeps throw¬ 
ing in front of them, Kenny Jackett’s team 
appear to have the capacity to deal with it. 

However, Saturday’s defeat of a spirited, 
committed, organised but ultimately 
limited Stevenage outfit offered yet further 
signals that Wolves are still not running at 
full pelt. 

There is, you sense, a lot more to come 
from a group of players who are revelling in, 
and not recoiling from, the challenge of 
being every other team’s most prized scalp 
this season. 

Like Crawley before them, Stevenage rep- 
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resented first-time opponents and that said 
as much about the impressive advances of 
the visitors as it did the calamities of their 
hosts. But from the outset of this season, 
Jackett has spoken about dealing with all of 
League One’s many and varied challenges 
and “finding a way to win” - and his team 
did so for the 11th time in 14 games. 

On Saturday Jackett switched captain 
Ricketts to right-back and Richard Stear- 
man partnered Batth in the centre, but it 
was an adjustment executed in the unflus- 
tered style to which Wolves fans are now 


accustomed. They are also familiar with 
early goals from their team and Doyle’s far- 
post finish, from a Sako cross after his 
marker Jimmy Smith had bounced off the 
Frenchman and then been left by his accel¬ 
eration, must have been unnerving for 
Stevenage. 

They hung on in there, with some stout 
defending and lax finishing by Wolves, to 
eventually return the compliment to the 
home side with their best phase of the game 
midway through the second half. 

Ikeme - who is proving every bit as impor¬ 
tant a match-winner as Griffiths - came to 
the rescue with saves which twice denied 


Francois Zoko .Wolves had frittered away so 
many good positions, something Jackett 
knows has to improve, but were eventually 
able to summon O’Hara for a token 10 
minutes after Henry had been played clear 
by the excellent Lee Evans and applied a 
measured finish. 

O’Hara received a mixed response - 
perhaps 70-30 in his favour - which after all 
this time shows last season’s transgressions 
are not forgiven lightly even when the mood 
is so radically different.

DEAN CRIES FOUL AS 
THE MK DONS DO IT 


MK Dons 1 Walsall 0 

ONCE again Walsall were on the 
wrong end of a 1-0 defeat - and again 
manager Dean Smith was left crying 
foul. 

A week on from the loss to Coventry which left the Sad¬ 
dlers boss claiming his side should have had a penalty, 
Smith was left scratching his head at two decisions which 


proved pivotal at Stadium 
MK. Except this time, he 
had some support from his 
opposite number. 

Dons boss Karl Robinson 
also felt referee Dean White- 
stone’s decision to blow for a 
foul when Adam Chambers 
challenged Patrick Bamford 
was harsh, even though the 
resulting free-kick led to the 
only goal of the game from 
Shaun Williams. 

To make matters worse 
for the visitors, Smith felt 
his side were robbed of an 
equaliser in stoppage time 
when skipper Andy Butler 
was penalised, even though 
he appeared to be the man 
being fouled. 

Frustrating 

It all added up to another 
frustrating afternoon for the 
visitors, who have been 
brought back down to earth 
in the past two games after 
their scintillating win at 
Swindon. 

If anything, the Saddlers’ 
last fortnight has been proof 
if any was needed of just how 
competitive League One is 
this season. 

Three games against 
teams with promotion aspi¬ 
rations have heralded a 
return of one brilliant win 
and two niggling defeats. 

The manager and players 
now get a two-week break 
from the league campaign 
with an FA Cup clash with 
Shrewsbury to look forward 
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to, and it’s perhaps a good 
time to assess where things 
stand at the moment. 

We know, from their per¬ 
formances and results 
against the likes of Wolves, 
Leyton Orient and Swindon, 
the Saddlers are a good side 
- occasionally very good. 
The goalkeeper and defence 
seem solid, the midfield 
looks strong and there is 
competition for places all 
over the park. 

But there remains a 
nagging sense something is 
missing, one final piece of 
the jigsaw which isn’t quite 
there. 

Increasingly, that missing 
piece appears to be in the 
striking department. 

Smith has already 
addressed, more than once, 
the central forward question 
and continually backed the 
current hitmen. 

However, it is in tight 
games like Saturday’s where 
any lack of firepower or 
cutting edge is most keenly 
felt.
